The fire fights in Vietnam 
were usually chaotic with the kill- 
ing done at a relative distance. This 
situation kept the killing from be- 
coming personalized and numbed 
the feelings of those involved.

She currently 
believes the Republicans have sur- 
passed the Democrats in this area 

Mrs. Finnev is now in her fifth term 
as Treasurer of the State of Kansas. 
She has held the office for thirteen 
years. She works with a team of fifty- 
seven people and this constitutes her 
entire staff. 



She is very grateful to the people of 
Kansas for giving her the opportunity 
to serve in the position of State Trea- 
surer. She feels that retirement is not 
in the immediate future. She is unsure 
if she will run again as Treasurer and 
believes that will be determined after 
the Presidential elections in 1 988. 

Mrs. Finney says, “Kansas has suf- 
fered greatly under Ihe Reagan ad- 
ministration," and hopes to be influential 
in helping Kansas fanners sell their 
wheat to foreign nations. 

Mrs. Finney believes that all peo- 
ple have a purpose and heris is to 
assist the people of Kansas. 

She is pleased that the voters have 
allowed her to sen/e the State of 
Kansas. 

She also believes the court and 
penal system in Kansas has deter- 
iorated considerably and that the in- 
carceration process needs work. She 
states, ‘They are losing control." 

Joan Finney is not only a high rank- 
ing governmental official, but is a 
family type person as well.

The question and answer ses- 
sion, which followed the Novem- 
ber 6th showing of Platoon, was 
indicative of interesting changes in 
American attitudes concerning the 
Vietnam experience. 

A positive change is the wel- 
coming of Vietnam vets back into 
mainstream society. Americans 
are more compassionate and 
understanding toward the veterans 
than they were a few years ago. 

Unfortunately, some people are 
confusing sympathy for the Viet- 
nam veteran with sympathy for the 
Vietnam “cause". Vietnam is no 
more a noble cause today, than it 
was in the late 1 960’s when the 
American public began to object 
to our involvement. 

An examination of military inter- 
vention in the Third World explains 
the wisdom of withdrawing from 
Vietnam. Third World intervention 
is generally excused on two 
dubious grounds. First, we are 
saving people from communist 
domination and oppression. For 
what purpose; so they can exper- 
ience capitalist domination and 
oppression? If we hate com- 
munism because of its exploitism 



and its gross violations of human 
rights, then we must hate non- 
communist regimes which possess 
those same deficiencies. Yet, the 
typical Third World conflict is in 
defense of dictatorships that have 
cruelly governed their people. The 
crucial difference between the dic- 
tatorships and the communists, is 
that the communists will not do 
business with us. The second ex- 
cuse for intervention is “protecting 
our interests". American states- 
men are always reluctant to ex- 
plain that expression, but presum- 
ably it refers to trade routes and 
business holdings in the involved 
nations. We should not have to sell 
our products at the point of a gun. 
We should not have to sacrifice our 
youth to the god of international 
business. Until “our interests” re- 
flect justice and peace, they 
should be abandoned. 

Vietnam, like most wars, was a 
preventable mistake. The American 
public has the power to decide the 
direction of foreign policy. In fact, it 
is like Eugene Debs once said, 
“The American people can have 
anything they want. The problem is 
they don’t want anything.”
